“ The core of the American tradition,” huvh I>c. Kex tord 
G. Tugwell, “ is to be found in a kind of defiance to late. 
Dr. Tugvvell, who is either a smart y oung man in a hip 
job or a fearful bogey -man with claws and cloven i't*el, de­ 
pending on y our point of view, made this remark before 
the convention of the American Society of Newspaper 
Editors in Washington.

We do not want to do, which is just 
another way of say ing that in the* end the honest wi h of 
the majority will prevail. 
It reminds one somehow of that old Tory of the f ourth 
of J uly celebration in a small midwestern town half a cen­ 
tury ago. 
The governor, a senator, and a couple o ’ repre­ 
sentatives were to address the citizens in a public park. 
Pretty soon they started making their way through the 
crowd to the speakers’ stand, and some flunkey or other 
who was try ing to clear a path for them called out, “ Make 
w a y for the representatives of the people.” 
Instantly someone in the crowd called hack; 
“ Make 
way y ourself. 
We ARE the people!” 
And that's what it all comes down to. 
The people’s 
representatives, down at Washington, may advance am 
kind of theory or nostrum they choose; eventually , if their 
fellow citizen don t like the looks of it, they will hear that 
old cry — “ Make way y ourselves.
